“The banning of spring workouts 
is fair enough when all teams in 
the league are restricted, but it 
makes a coach’s Job th a t much 
harder." 
Blackman shies away from m ak­ 
ing any overall comparison of the 
brand of football in the Ivy League 
and the Skyline Conference. How­ 
ever, he says the ban on spring 
practice hurts the equality of foot­ 
ball. 
He adds th at Yale “would com­ 
pare well" with teams in the Sky­ 
line Conference 
The Elis. 20-0 vic­ 
tors over Dartmouth, finished with 
a 7-2 m ark, their only Ivy .setback 
being a 13-0 up'et lass to Princeton. 
They also lost to Colgate. 
Injuries Hurt 
Blackman also was h u rt by a 
series of injuries to key players.

Breaking, Power Skids, Heat

We are arriving at another year 
when all will be seeking a peace

Two years ago Icing of the car­ 
buretor was one of those myste­ 
rious winter troubles, and in dis- 
. cussing it I fear that many read­ 
ers thought I was engaging In fan­ 
tasy. But there have been numer­ 
ous articles on the subject ever 
since, and now we find that the 
car makers have been trying to 
rule out this annoyance by changes 
in carburetor design. Main effort 
in this direction has been to per­ 
mit a more rapid increase in throt­ 
tle temperature. Researchers have 
also found that use of anti-stalling 
additives in the gasoline help the 
situation. 
In case you are not fam iliar with 
stalling from icing it is Just a 
simple 
little 
re frig e ra te 
action 
whch develops when gases pass 
rapidly through the sm all opening 
in the intake system as the cold 
' throttle is "crack ed " Just enough 
for slow Idling. Ice forms and the 
gases are blocked off. 
Best way to beat this problem Is 
to let the engine fast idle for sev­ 
eral minutes w’hen the car has been 
backed out of the garage into the 
driveway. It s a good rule to follow, 
icing or no icing, because there’s 
always an element of risk when 
driving 
right 
into heavy 
traffic 
with a stone cold motor. 
Nothing To Skip Over 
W'hen the weather is cold and 
you are not planning to go any­ 
where in particular there is always 
the temptation to skip over the 
matter of checking tire pressures, 
but this little attention is Just one 
of many ways to avoid skidding 
Tires often lose air at different 
rates so that they are not equal­ 
ly undertnflated. This will often 
upset braking by varying their trac­ 
tion.

MOCURDO BOUND, Antarctica 
(/Ti—Lt. Cmdr. Joseph W. Entriklng, 
of West Chester. Pa , and his crew 
of four have become the first to 
fly the hazp.-dou* airlanes between 
civilization and the Antarctic Con­ 
tinent. 
Four planes set out Dec, 20 from 
Christchurch. New Zealand, in the 
2.500 mile flight to the snowpacked 
ice of this sound only 800 miles 
from the South Pole.
